Minutes of the Meeting of the Astronomical Society of 

the Pacific in Hearst Hall, Berkeley, 

on July ii, 1913, at 8:00 p. m. 

The meeting was called to order by President A. G. McAdie. There 
being no routine business before the society, he proceeded to introduce 
the speaker of the evening, Dr. Robert G. Aitken, of Lick Observatory, 
who delivered an illustrated address on the subject "Among the Stars." 
In view of the fact that this meeting was held in conjunction with the 
summer sessions of the University and that it was designed to be com- 
memorative of the twenty-fifth anniversary of the opening of Lick 
Observatory, it drew out an interested and appreciative audience of 
about five hundred people. Dr. Aitken reviewed briefly the ■ work 
already accomplished at Lick and spoke modestly but with evident 
pride of its contributions to the great science to which it is dedicated. 
In the very nature of things his excursion "Among the Stars" was cur- 
tailed by the time limits of a single lecture, but he has a happy way 
of clothing skeletons with beauty and interest, and that is what he did 
on this occasion. 

A vote of thanks and appreciation was unanimously extended to 
Dr. Aitken at the close of his address.
